IT’S A SMALL WORLD 

Since the advent of telegraph and wireless, fast 
sailing steamships and aeroplanes, the world has 
been getting much smaller, by being brought 
closer together on, more intimate terms, and this 
war made it still more so, until] we are no longer 
isolated countries, but all a part and parcel. of 
one gfreat whole, whose interests are closely re- 
lated. So, naturally, we are now more interested 
than ever before in Europan countries getting Baek 
to peace and prosperity, reconstructing and set- 
tling down to business, for they buy of us and 
we buy of them, and what is good for one is go2d 
for all, and what injures one injures all, at least 
to no small extent. 

The conference between Premiers Lloyd-George 
and Poincare may be fruitful of far-reaching re- 
sults. The British premieg.,has a tentative plan 
for the limitation of Eurdpeati@and armaments. He 
will propose at the conference at Genoa next 
month a ten-year truce similar to that recently 
entered into by} four big nations at Washington 
during which ful] reconstruction would be under- 
tdken. In harmony with the scheme all Europern 
nations would agree to respect one another's fron- 
tiers durine that time. and abstain from aggression 
and devote themselves entirely to the work of 
peace Ont of this shouid and will come stabiliza- 
tion of finance and the rejuvenescence of commerce 
and industry. 

France has, with some reason, fearpd ‘to re- 
duce her army, but if all European nations agree 
to do this, and agree further to respect one an- 
other’s frontiers and get down to real peace work, 
these reasons disappear. It is the cost of the 
upkeep cf these vast military establishments which 
is responsible for the deplorable economic situ- 
atfon abroad. With large armies snarling at each 
other across border lines - fight inevitably is 
bound to come at some time. Go long as the 
nations of Europe pay their money for the upkeep 
of such armies they cannot pay their debts or 
prosper, economically or any other way.
